PROGRESS IN developing vac­ 
cine» which are effective against 
the virus diseases, such as polio, 
rabies, influenza and the common 
cold, has been relaCvely slow part­ 
ly because viruaes are able lo ex­ 
ist only in living tissue, Dr. Bliss 
told his audience This has necessi­ 
tated the use of living animals, 
the supply of which has always 
been somewhat limitad, 
for 
re­ 
search. 
In the past few years, however, 
scientists havs developed methods 
for surgically removing tissue from 
living animals and then continuing 
its growth within the laboratory. 
This has produced an abundance 
of living tissue fur research and 
Is already responsible for several 
of the newer vaccines "Progress 
on the Salk polio vaccine was held 
back for years until the tissue cut 
ture method was developed,” Dr 
Blisa pointed out.

Indiana take* the poaltlon that aeem- 
Jngly minor Infraction* of traffic regu­ 
lation* many time* are the forerunner* 
to more tragic rraalie* aa the driver* 
become more nnd more carele** a* they 
pilot their automobile*. The average 
motoriat think* nothing about «traylng 
occasionally from the proviilon* drawn 
up for his safety. You can see this trend 
almost any hour of any day on the 
street* of l.as Vega*. The average mo­ 
torist will speed by traffic control *lgns 
without giving them any notice »nd he 
think* nothing of how he get* to a giv­ 
en spot, lie can apeed, cut In and out 
of traffic and Ignore amber light* on 
the traffic signal*. 
■ 
A San Francisco newspaperman, liv­ 
ing In Herkeley, who dally make* trips 
to and from the office in his automohlle, 
went to the trouble recently to keep 
books on the number of traffic viola­ 
tions he ob*erved. During one month 
he ran hi* total up to 1056 and then 
stopped counting. 
Every driver will, at times, become 
unintentionally negligent and e ve n the 
newspaperman who counted the trans­ 
gressions of other undoubtedly commit­ 
ted error* during the period. However, 
the real danger comes from the motor­ 
iat who |>eraixts in driving outside tha 
law whenever the fancy strikes him. 
In other words, the chronic offender 
is the biggest threat to public safety.
